Dear Editor, 

[ have been a teacher at Bar Hill Pri- 
mary School for almost three years. I 
teach seven to nine year olds. | am also 
responsible for the school’s computers. 

The children learn how to use com- 
puters at school in Information Com- 
munication Technology (ICT) lessons. 
We have acomputer suite with 15 com- 
puters in it. We use these to teach skills 
to whole classes of children. Examples 
of the ICT work the children do are: 
Year Two children learn how to make 
programmable robots turn and move 
accurately, so that they can follow a 
path. Year Three and Four children cut 
and paste to make repeating patterns, 
using a graphics program. Year Six chil- 
dren learn to use their computer to make 
traffic lights work or to switch a light on 
when it gets dark, 

Computers are expensive. We get 
tens of thousands of vouchers through 
the Tesco Computers for Schools 
scheme and we could not have set up 
our suite without this help. Tesco have 
stopped giving out Computer Vouch- 
ers for this year, but we are still collect- 
ing if you have any at home. The PTA 
raises large amounts of money, espe- 
cially at our Family Fun Day. This year’s 
Fun Day is on Saturday 22 June and it 
is usually very enjoyable. Glaxo Smith 
Kline donated computers to the school. 
If you have helped us in any of these 
ways, thank you very much! 

We are also looking at ways of using 
our computers to benefit the commu- 
nity. We would like to offer lessons to 
adults in basic computer use. We are 
currently looking for someone to run 
these classes. Can you help? Please 
phone the school on 273305.

Who ever told those animals to "leave 
it" also left. They left a cat in a terrible 
state with no regard for the family it be- 
longed to, and that leaves me feeling very 
sad. 

A lady walking, got to Martha before 
we did. She covered her with her jacket 
and rang for a vet. | would like to say 
thank you for your kindness. 

Obviously if anyone does have any 
information or did see anything in the 
Little Meadow area on Tuesday 23rd 
April, | would be very grateful to hear 
from you. 

If nothing else comes of me writing 
this letter, | hope that the owner of the 
dogs reads it, and ensures that it doesn't 
happen again.

The Structure Plan proposes an east- 
ward expansion of the City of Cambridge 
across Green Belt open countryside, 
threatening the natural environment. It 
further recommends expansion of neck- 
lace villages which is not a sustainable 
option. If the Plan is accepted, key prin- 
ciples of the Green Belt - maintenance 
of quality of setting and prevention of 
settlement coalescence - will be eroded 
making both Cambridge and its surround- 
ing areas less atiractive places in which 
to live. 

However, the Council is not taking a 
‘head in the sand* attitude towards the 
clear need for development, especially 
the creation of new homes in the sub 
region. In its documents ‘Meeting the 
Challenge’ and “The Way Forward”, 
published last year, it indicated the num- 
ber of houses required by central gov- 
ernment planning guidance can be ac- 
commodated in the area around Cam- 
bridge in a more environmentally friendly 
way. 

To make your voice heard on these 
important issues, contact your County 
Councillor, who should be aware of your 
comments when deciding whether to 
endorse the draft Structure Plan. It is 
important to do this as soon as possible, 
as the County Council will shortly start 
considering comments and objections.

Speak up on threat to 
Villages and Green Belt 


The draft County Structure Plan is 
something of which we should all be 
aware, as some of the proposals it is 
making would have an enormous effect 
on the city of Cambridge and its sur- 
rounding countryside and villages. 

This plan, drawn up by the County 
Council, will go to the ‘Examination in 
Public’ phase later this year, and people 
who are concerned will need to make 
their views known through one of the 
bodies which will be invited to speak at 
the hearings which will be held in public 
- itis unlikely that individual members of 
the public will be invited to speak. 

South Cambridgeshire District Coun- 
cil is one of a number of organisations 
with grave concerns about the Plan. 

The District Council is opposed to the 
plan because: 

* it seeks to erode the principles of 
the Green Belt 

* it is contrary to a report recently 
commissioned by the County Council and 
other local authorities in the area 

* it is contrary to agreed Regional 
Planning Guidance 

* it could ultimately stifle the economic 
growth of the Cambridge sub-region by 
damaging the quality environment which 
has attracted investment in jobs

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I have known enough Spring seasons 
to be aware that Winter can fight back 
but | planted some rows of seeds any- 
way during the warm spell a week or so 
ago. What | find wonderful is that the 
seeds seem to know better than to ap- 
pear too soon and only the hardy ones 
have germinated so far. This year we 
have picked some 26lb of lovely tender 
rhubarb and as much curly-kale and 
broccoli as the family can eat. The 
blackcurrants, blackberries, raspberries 
and gooseberries are starting to bloom 
and we should have a good crop of each 
again this year. 

There are usually one or two plots

I have just returned to my duties af- 
ter being granted a three month ‘sab- 
batical’. It has been an enormous privi- 
lege to be given this time and appreci- 
ate all that has been done by a whole 
host of people to make it possible. 

Two aspects of my time aside have 
been particularly important to me. The 
first is a project that I have been able to 
undertake, one that has been ferment- 
ing in my head for about eight or so 
years. The second has been the oppor- 
tunity to spend concentrated and un- 
cluttered time in prayer before God. 

The time spent in prayer has given 
me a great deal of opportunity to re- 
flect on God, His calling ofme and the 
nature of His ministry. In the shifting 
landscape provided by a changing world 
anda changing church this has been very 


important. It has been demanding: be- 
ing still before God provokes an hon- 
esty which busyness usually prevents. 

In asense, this is what a sabbatical is 
all about. The word comes from the 
same root as ‘sabbatical’, i.e. a holy time 
set aside to consciously come into the 
presence of God. In Sabbath time we 
focus away from ourselves and onto 
God. The response of such an encoun- 
ter has to be obedience on my part as 
I listen to the Creator God. 

Sabbath or sabbatical time is impor- 
tant. A time with God is more than rest 
or ease. It is renewing. It sets the 
agenda afresh. It is what so many of us 
need. If you want to talk about how you 
might do this, why not give Paul or me 
aring. We’d be delighted to help.
